pounds of dehydrated corncobs, 400 
pounds of molasses, 200 pounds of urea, 
110 pounds of dicalcium phosphate, 75 
pounds of limestone, 40 pounds of salt 
20 pounds of stilbestrol, and 5 pounds 
of trace mineral premix. The corncobs 
are used as an economical absorbing 


agent for the molasses used in_ the

Take cash or grain? Corn and wheat 
acreage-reserve certificates cannot be 
converted to grain until after specific har- 
vest dates in each state——but you can get 
cash for them immediately from any 
bank. Idea back of putting off converting 
the certificates for grains is to prevent 
U.S.D.A. grains from upsetting the mar- 
ket during harvest season, when prices 
normally are low anyway 

If you exchange for grain, you may get 
more for your certificates, depe nding on 
market price in your area. For every $1 
worth of value on the certificate, you can 
get $1.05 worth of grains—with the grain 
valued at the current support price. You 
can get oats, barley, rye, and grain sor- 
ghums for the certificates, or the specific 
soil-banked crop mentioned on the cer- 
tificate. Thus, if you hold corn certifi- 
cates, you can get the four feed grains or 
corn, but not wheat. For wheat certifi- 
cates, you get wheat or the four feed 
grains, but no corn 

You have one full year in which to 
convert to either cash or grain. Here are 
U.S.D.A.’s end-of-harvest dates after 
which you can start getting grain 

Corn—Wisconsin, October 15; North 
Dakota, October 31; Michigan, Novem- 
ber 15: Illinois, Indiana, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Ohio, and South Dakota, No- 
vember 30; lowa, Kansas, and Nebraska, 
December 15 

Wheat—Can be exchanged for grains 
immediately since harvest ended before 
November in Illinois, Indiana, Iowa 
Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, Ohio 
North Dakota, and Wisconsin; Missouri 
and South Dakota, November 30; Ne- 
braska, December 15 

One hitch about taking grain for cer- 
tificates is you'll have to pay fre wht from 
U.S.D.A,. storage locations. In many 
cases, this cost would be prohibitive—and

Here’s the way they see it: An increased 
amount of corn is expected to go for the 
loan, and market prices are likely to aver 
age higher than this year. Wheat prices 


will average above the $2 loan 


Dairy prices are expected to be strong 
and the government is not expected to 
build up huge stocks this fall. The 1956 
crops of rye, oats, and barley were small- 
er, lending strength to the market. Even 
with the huge soybean crop, prices won’t 
average much lower than this year since 
fats and oils stocks are little changed and 
demand runs high. Prices of feeder cattle, 
hogs, and lamb all will be on a higher 
plane 

Significantly, no area produces as 
much of most of these crops as does the 
Midwest. This means, say the economists, 
that the income trend may definitely be 
on the upward swing. Soil-bank money, 
of course, would add to the impetus 

Other sections of the country—prima- 
rily the cotton-peanut-rice South, wheat- 
sorghum-grass cattle Southwest and 
Plains, and states producing primarily 
wheat face a ste ady to lower pri c pi - 
ture. There it depends upon how active 
farmers are in the soil bank whether in- 
come gets a lift or stays the same. If the 
soil bank manages to reduce some of these 
crops to any great degree, the price levels 
of those crops would be improved, the

Missouri Experiment Station recently 
summarized all of their experimental 
work for fattening 2-year-old steers, and 
for winter rations of feeder calves. These 


are the conclusions 


Fattening 2-year-old steers 


1. Roughage and pasture can be used 
to advantage in the production of choice 
fat steers. From 80 to 85 percent of the 
total gains required can be made from 
such feeds. However, when roughage and 
pasture are used to the maximum degree 
the cattle require more time and reach 
market at heavier weights 

2. Cattle of good conformation are re« 
quired, if they are to reach market finish 
in November on a heavy roughage ration 

3. To keep grain consumption low 
have an ample supply of good pasture 

4, The amount of shelled corn required 
to finish 2-year-old steers for a fall market 


ranged from 6.3 to 15 bushels 


per steer 
These cattle received a protein supple- 
ment and abundant quality pasture 

5. Feeding roughage alone for a period 

and then full-feeding grain—proved

Consider a 
farm sheep flock now 


By Walter J. Wills 


More farmers in the Cornbelt are con- 
sidering adding a flock of sheep to their 
livestock program. And with good rea- 
son—from the long-run standpoint the 
sheep enterprise is probably in a more 
favorable situation now than cither hogs 
or cattle. 

In fact, in the past 3 years lamb prices 
have been at a higher percentage of pari- 
ty than cattle prices. Also, on many Corn- 
belt farms the sheep enterprise can profit- 
ably supplement other enterprises. 

Several factors improve the sheep out- 
look. One is that the government is en- 
couraging sheep production by incentive 
payments so that the average wool price 
will be 106 percent of parity. Another is 
that sheep numbers in the United States 
have dropped about 45 percent since 
1942. Somewhat surprising is the fact 
that in recent years farm flocks have been 
increasing in numbers while range sheep 
numbers have been declining. 

So if you have lots of pasture you 
might consider a farm flock 
some points to consider: 

More than three-fourths of the total 
feed requirements for a farm flock can be

provided with a good pasture program. 
Most flock owners can carry a mature 
sheep through the winter on 50 pounds 
of grain and 300 to 400 pounds of hay. 
Figure 5 to 7 mature ewes with lambs are

A 100-ewe flock is the equivalent of a 
15- to 20-cow beef herd.

You farm flock and carly lambing al- 
so fit in with efficient use of your labor, 
coming before planting time when there 
are relatively few farm jobs demanding 
attention. Within a week or 10 days after 
birth, the new-born lamb should be 
docked and castrated. Lambs require 
careful measures to control internal para- 
sites and disease.

When using public roadways always use a 
red warning flag extending at least 14 feet 
above tractor. This gives motor traffic drivers 


Right-of-way on the pavement belongs

But there are times when demanding 
that right-of-way can be fatal. Fast cars 
or trucks topping a hill often can’t see 
slow farm equipment until too late to 
stop. Rounding a curve creates the same

Jest insurance against this type ol 
tragedy is yourown safety operating rules 
Chief among these is use of a red warn- 
ing flag, says Missouri Highway Patrol 

Another good practice is driving on the 
shoulders. But if you have to make time 
or the machinery is too wide, you can’t 
always do this. Best bet in this case is to 
be sure the line of sight in front and be- 
hind you is at least 500 feet. Remember, 
it takes a driver going 70 miles per hour 
328 feet to stop under perfect condi- 
tions. Give traffic time to slow down or to 


stop 


Most farm train accidents involve farmers 
living near the tracks; most occur with spe 
cial trains or those running off schedule.

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Why So Much Spread Between Prices 
of Livestock and Meat? 


Why did T-bones cost $1.15 a pound 
last year when choice cattle were bringing 
23 cents? How come hogs at 17 cents 
meant pork chops at 80? 

Those questions deserve straight an- 
swers. So let’s take a good look at this 
thing called “spread” — the difference be- 
tween prices on-the-hoof and over-the- 
counter. 

To start with, here are two things to 
remember: 

First, an animal isn’t all meat. Less 
than half a steer is sold as retail beef. And 
only a little more than half a hog is pork. 

Second, a carcass isn’t all steaks or 
chops. There are only six pounds of porter- 
house, T-bone and club steak in a hundred 
pounds of beef. And there are not more 
than seven pounds of center-cut chops in 
a hundred pounds of pork. 


U. S. Department of Agriculture fig- 
ures show what happened to choice cattle 
in 1955: 

Producers got an average central- 
market price of $22.84 per cwt. Packers 
turned each 100 pounds of those cattle into 
by-products worth $1.97 and 59 pounds of 
carcass beef which wholesaled for $23.43. 
Retailers wound up with 47 pounds which 
sold over-the-counter for $31.98. So there 
was a $2.56 spread from hoof-to-wholesale 
and $8.55 from wholesale-to-housewife. 

Average price paid by consumers was 
68 cents a pound. That meant many cuts 
had to sell for less than 68 cents, and the

more-popular ones—such as steak —for 
more. It also meant an over-all spread (in- 
cluding a 2-cent credit for by-products) of 
47 cents. About half of that spread was 
due to shrink along the line — the other 
half to marketing costs. 

Here’s the story on hogs: Average 
Chicago price for 200-to-220-pounders last 


year was $16.41 per cwt. From 100 pounds 
of hog, packers wholesaled 71 pounds of 
pork and lard for $22.08 and retailers got 
$29 for 56 pounds of pork and 15 pounds of 
lard. Thus, the live-to-wholesale spread 
was $5.67 and from wholesale-to-retail it 
was $6.92. 

Average retail price of pork was 49 
cents a pound. Naturally, some cuts sold 
for less than that, and others — like chops 
—~ for more. Over-all spread (with a by- 
product credit of 1 cent) was 34 cents — a 
third of it due to loss in weight, the rest to 
marketing charges. 

Now let’s look at the possibilities for 
reducing spread:

Putting more meat into a hundred 
pounds of live animal is a job for produc- 
ers. You're making progress at it, too — but 
it takes time and you can go only so far. 

Can we make our meat packing and 
distributing system more efficient? Sure — 
and progress is being made here, too. But 
this is another long-time kind of change 
which can't have much year-to-year effect 
on spread 

Can processing and marketing profits 
be cut? That may be good for an argument 
— but the fact is that if all profits of both 
meat packers and retailers had gone to 
producers last year, livestock prices would 
have gained just about !

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Eleven ways to make 
money feeding ‘Stilbosol’.

Takes 2 minutes to 
feed 80 cattle 


To save labor in his feeding-cattle operation, 
Oscar Brown, Fremont, Nebraska, built this 
feeder which has a capacity of 400 bushels 


Oscar Brown, just north of Fremont, 
Nebraska, feeds 80 head of cattle “in a 
minute.”’ Well, two minutes. He feeds 
morning and evening. 

A sprained back started Brown to 
thinking about an easier way to feed his 
cattle. And from a distance, Brown’s 
feeder looks like an ordinary self-feeder 
set on concrete. The standards, five on a 
side, are 4x4s; the framing is made of 
2x48, The top and sides are covered with 
aluminum to make it waterproof 

Being a careful feeder and liking to 
feed his cattle by hand, Brown designed 
this easy-to-operate feed outlet for the 
feeder. First, he welded a 4"'x3” angle 
iron to two pipes 20'1”’ long. He seated 
the pipe in the bottom of the feeder, per- 


(Above) Brown fits crank to the end of feed 
outlet mechanism. Amount of turn controls 
the rate of flow of feed into trough. He re- 
peats the operation at other end of feeder 
(Right) This end view shows '/''x8"’ man- 
ually adjustable metal plates which prevent 
feed from filling in above the angle iron. 
This permits easie? closing of opening after 
angle iron has been turned to let feed pour 
into trough. Angle iron is welded to 1" pipe 


Being a careful feeder, Brown equipped the 
feeder with a manually controlled feed out- 
let which fills the trough in a minute's time 


mitting one end of each pipe to project 
through an end of the feeder. The other 
end of each pipe was seated in the center 
of the feeder and left free to rotate. Next 
he put a coupling pin through the end of 
each pipe at the ends of the feeder and he 
was in business. 

Now all he has to do is fill the feeder 
from his self-unloading wagon, then slip 
the homemade crank over the end of the 
pipe at the end of the feeder, and turn 
The feeder holds about 400 bushels or a 
10-day supply. He fills it from the top 
The base of the feeder is concrete. Total 
cost of the feeder? About $400, says 
Brown, or a dollar per bushel. Cost of 
concrete for the base of the feeder was

CONCRETE 


Concrete is one of the easiest materials to make and utilize 
on your farm. Yet, it is often poorly mace and misused. 
By S. S. DeForest With a little knowledge and no extra effort or expense, 
your concrete work can be of the highest quality.

Concrete materials 


Start with trial batch using 1:2'/4:3 mix and 5 
gallons water, with average moisture in the 
sand. If sand is very wet, cut water to 4'/. 
Count out number of shovelfuls aggregate for 
mix (2'/ times volume of 1 sack cement for fine 


and 3 times for coarse). Put water in mixer, fol 
low with 1 shovelful coorne aggregate, add 
cement, then rest of aggregate. If mix is not 
workable, drawings above, vary the amount of 
aggregate. Never change the amount of water

How to order ready-mixed concrete 


In your area it may be practical to order 
the concrete you need already mixed. The 
job will go faster, you'll save labor, and you'll 
get a uniform, good-quality concrete 

First determine how many cubic yards 
you'll need. Use the chart on the previous 
page. [f it’s a wall you're making, consider 
that it’s a feeding floor on edge. Select the 
number of cubic yards you'll need for 100 
square feet of area, multiply this by the need- 
ed number of 100-square-feet-areas. Add 10 


percent more mix for wastage and overrun, 

You should be specific about the mix, too 
For normal exposure such as feeding floors 
tanks, beams, foundations, ask for a mix con- 
taining no less than 6 bags of cement and no 
more than 6 gallons of water in each cubi 
yard of concrete 

Where exposure is severe as in silo or milk- 
house floors, order concrete with no less than 
7 bags of cement and no more than 5 gallons 
of water.

How to replace a barn foundation

Qhe of the most significant developments in animal nu- 
trition has unfolded before us during the past 6 months. 
Pepsin, long used by humans to aid digestion, has now 
found its way into livestock production. The full story 
of its discovery—and potential use—can now be told 

Pepsin, one of a long string of enzymes, is the first to 
find its way into commercial use. /t opens the door to the use 
of other enzymes in the future. 

Dr. Damon Catron, swine nutritionist at lowa State 
College, calls the use of pepsin in baby-pig rations a 
bench mark in animal nutrition. “There is no question 
but what the baby pig is deficient in certain digestive en- 
zymes. This basic scientific discovery will have a profound effect 
on the formulation of baby-pig rations and the management of 
baby pigs in the future,” says Catron. 

‘Research indicates that all prestarter rations for baby 
pigs under 2 weeks of age should be fortified with pepsin. 
Feed manufacturers will probably find that it pays to 
fortify their starter rations with enzymes for pigs up to 
about 5 weeks of age.” 

To date, workers at Lowa State College have fed pep- 
sin to 895 pigs at different levels, starting at about 1 week 
of age through 5 weeks. The response of the baby pigs to 
pepsin in terms of gains and feed efficiency has been quite 
variable. Increase in gains from 1 to 5 weeks, using 1- 
percent pepsin supplementation, ranged from minus 8 
percent to plus 40 percent—an average of plus 6 percent.

Performance-tested beef 


FOR YEARS, beef selection has been 
made on the basis of type. Recently, 
performance-testing has entered the 
picture. Now, for the first time, we have 
a selection program which takes into 
consideration both type and performance. 
The Illinois Beef Performance-Testing 
Program places major emphasis on the 
beef cow’s productivity and yet 
coordinates type with weight for age

Lilinois beef producers are finding production testing a 
helpful tool in getting profitmaking information on their 
cow-calf herds. After seeing their records, many wonder 
how they could have gone without it so long 

A 100-percent increase in participation is expected 
this year in the “Performance-Testing Program for Beef 
Cattle” started by the Ulinois Extension Service in 1955 
Last year 27 herds completed the program in 14 counties 
weighing over 700 calves. There were 21 Hereford herds, 
1 Angus and 3 Shorthorn plus 2 commercial. The Glenn 
Brown herd, Sangamon County, Illinois, shown here, is 
an example of this program in action. 

With the guesswork taken out of herd replacement and 
herd sire selection by production testing, Illinois herd 
owners hope to get their beef-cow business back on a more 
profitable level. The profit impetus works just as well for 
commercial operators as purebred breeders, report live- 
stock extension specialists Harry Russell, Dick Carlisle, 
and Don Walker 

he Illinois program successfully coordinates type with 
weight for age. When the calves are weighed at weaning 
time, a 3-man committee then grades the calves on a 
plus, average, or minus basis within Fancy, Choice, Good, 
Medium, or Common gerade. The committee is usually 
composed of an extension livestock specialist, a vocation- 
al agriculture teacher or impartial breeder, and the local 
county farm adviser, Each grader works by himself and 
an average of the combined scores is the gerade of the calf 

Although there is little relationship between type and 
feed efficiency, this doesn’t mean you can’t get both of 
ther in the same animal, report the extension specialists 
With the Illinois program, cattlemen have found fast- 
gaining calves can have good type, too.

Trace elements are very small amounts of the 
chemical elements iron, copper, zinc,

IDEAD 


For your kitchen centers 


By Ruth Bos Krustev The 3 food centers have priority when the kitchen gets a face lifting. 
Here are ideas for these centers—cleanup, mixing-baking, and cooking- 
serving. In the September Successful Farming, “Plan your kitchen center 
by center,” was the first in a series on kitchen centers. Ideas for other 
centers will appear in future issues 


MAE 


1. Clean-up center 


Busiest of the three, the clean-up center shown at the left supplies all 
the kitchen keeping facilities—washing dishes, washing up after 
baking, preparing fresh fruits and vegetables for storage, facilities 
for waste paper, garbage. Five to 6 feet of counter tops, equally 
divided on either side of the sink, is a coveted inclusion here. To 
keep kitchen walking minimized, clean-up center is handiest when 
placed between other 2 food centers. Four to 7 feet from the sink 
to either of the other centers is a good rule to remember. 


EQUIPMENT. Double-bow! sinks, below, top choice of farm 
homemakers, may be supplemented by a second sink used for 
cleaning vegetables and fruit, freezing and canning. Dishwashers, 
garbage disposers are least expensive to install at time of kitchen 
building or remodeling. If they’re future investments, plan ahead 
for plumbing, location, and wiring. In determining septic tank 
capacity, consider the garbage disposer as another family member. 


STORAGE. Specialized storage units at clean-up center are add- 
ed timesavers. Examples—tin-can chute to basement, left, and 
platform under sink converting it to a sit-down model, above, right. 
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2. Cooking-serving 


Cooking-serving centers, clannish with sink and dish 
washing facilities, like a spot near the dishwasher, eat- 
ing area. Locate this center along the wall, in an island 
or peninsula with at least 2 feet of counter space for 
serving dishes. Exhaust fan should have a hood—it 
looks better, works more effectively. Install fan in out 
side wall or ceiling. Open-fire barbecues are gaining in 
popularity as a family fun feature

Why the big swing to 
Gf ALFALFA 


If you raise crops or feed livestock, the following interview 





discusses some ways to put more dollars in your checking account. 
Answering the questions is Dr. David Beard, forage crops specialist 
of the Agricultural Research Service, USDA. Asking them is 
George Johnson, well-known crops and soils writer. 


Q. During the past few years we have seen 
farmers swinging to the use of certified seed of 
improved alfalfas and Ladino clover. Is this 
actually happening everywhere? 


A. Practically so, yes. Last year one out of 
every three pounds of alfalfa seed planted was 
In 1950, 
the figure was only one pound of certified to 
one hundred of non-certified. Usage of certified 
Ladino has made similar phenomenal growth 


certified seed of improved varieties 


And as larger seed supplies become available 
next year, watch the new red clovers take their 
place on an increasing number of farms. 


Q. What accounts for this great increase? 


A. There are really two answers. First, most 
costs of growing a crop remain the same wheth- 
er yields are high or low. Therefore, farmers 
are buying the seed which will give them good 
stands and the highest yields of good quality 
forage, year after year. This keeps costs of 
production per ton down. These new legumes 


are the ones which do this. Then secondly, and 
equally important, there has been an ever- 
increasing supply of certified seed of these im- 


proved legumes available at nominal prices. 


Q. How much better are these new legumes? 


A. Here is just one example: Some of the new 
alfalfas give three cuttings per year where the 
old ones could be cut only twice. 


Q. Say! We had better hear more about them. 
A. We 


apply to every farm. It depends on what your 


can’t make blanket statements that 
problems are. Some of these improved alfalfas 
are resistant to bacterial wilt. Others grow 
better than old varieties on poorly drained 
soils. Some show greater seedling vigor and 
can thus be seeded with greater certainty of 
getting a stand. Another is resistant to two 
particularly troublesome pests, the stem nema- 


tode and spotted alfalfa aphid.

Ladino also is in a class by itself. We just 
haven’t had anything like it in the northern 
half of the United States. Ladino makes one 
of the finest poultry and hog pastures known 
and is an invaluable part of pasture mixtures 
for all classes of livestock. Ladino forage con- 
tains up to 30 percent protein. On top of this, 
grain farmers are discovering that it is an out- 
standing green manure crop. 

What this all adds up to, of course, is that 
you get more tonnage per acre of higher quality 
forage. And you produce more nitrogen and 
organic matter with these new legumes. 


Q. Can they be used together? 
A. Ladino and alfalfa go well together. 


Q. Which is the best way? 


A. Two of the greatest forage combinations for 
this area are Ladino-alfalfa-orchard grass and 
Ladino-alfalfa-brome grass. Use the brome 
grass combination farther north and the or- 
chard grass combination as you go south and 
east. These are the mixtures you read about 
which make five and six tons of hay to the 
acre, and gains on beef cattle of 400 to 600 
pounds per acre in one season. Production 
holds up, too—both through the season and 
from season to season—up to 5 years and more 
without reseeding.

from minus 12 percent to a plus 21 per- 
cent—an average of 4-percent increase in 
feed efficiency 

According to Catron, it appears that 
there is a direct relationship between the 
incidence and severity of scouring and 
the response to pepsin supplementation 
The more frequent and the more severe 
the looseness of scouring, the greater the 
response to pepsin supplementation 

The younger the pig the greater the value of 
adding pepsin. In tests at one commercial 
company, the addition of pepsin resulted 
in increased gains of 29.5 percent the first 
week, 11 percent the second week, and no 
increase the third. The pigs weighed 10 
pounds (2% to 3% weeks old) when the 
test was started, For the first 2-week 
period, 64 percent less feed was required 
for equal gains 

Enzyme supplementation is not a 
“cure-all.”’ A good basic ration is still just 
as important. Pepsin should be used as an 
additive and not as a complete milk replacer 

Here are answers to some of the com- 
mon questions concerning enzymes in 


general and pepsin in particular 


Q. What are enzymes? 

A. Enzymes are organic compounds 
which bring about changes in other or- 
ganic compounds without themselves be 
ing changed or broken down. A good ex- 
ample of enzyme action is furnished by 
ptyalin, the enzyme tn the saliva of man 
This changes the starch of food, which is 
insoluble, into maltose (milk sugar), 


whi h is soluble 


Q. Do enzymes usually speed up or slow 
down normal chemical reactions? 

A. The speed of the chemical reaction is 
usually increased due to enzymes. An en- 
zyme allows a chemical reaction to pro- 
ceed at a satisfactory rate at body tem- 
perature. For the same rate of chemical 
reaction without the presence of the en- 
zyme, a much higher temperature would 
be necessary. This higher temperature 
would destroy an animal’s body tissues 


Q. What are some of the normal chemi- 
cal reactions of the body that enzymes 
affect the speed of? 

A. Enzymes are necessary for almost 
every chemical reaction in the digestion 
of food in the mouth, stomach, and intes 
tine. When starches are changed t 
sugars, proteins to amino acids, fats 
fatty acids (all of which are necessary for 


digestion), enzymes help 


a. What is pe psin? 

A. Pepsin is a proteolytic enzyme. It 
breaks the complex molecules of protein 
down into simpler compounds known as 
peptones and proteases. These compounds 
are later broken down to amino acids by 


other enzymes 


Q. Do animals normally secrete pepsin 
A. Yes, an adult animal normally se- 
cretes pepsin as a part of the gastric juice 


in the stomach. It has been measured and 
found that the pepsin-secreting system of 
the baby pig does not function fully until 
the pig is approximately 7 or 8 weeks old 


See graph on page 51) 


@. To what age pig does pepsin show 
greatest response? 

A. The younger the pig, the greater the 
re sponse The pig Ss pepsin-secreting syVs- 
tem develops gradually from the time it 
is born until the system is fully functional 
when the pig is 7 or 8 weeks of age. Extra 
pepsin in the feed makes up for the pep- 


sin the pig doesn’t have 


Qa. What does pepsin do for the baby pig? 
A. This is not known for sure. It probab- 
ly breaks down protein quicker than the 
baby pig can do it by himself. Some tests 
have shown that it allows the substitution 
of low-cost soya protein for higher-cost 
milk protein. Other tests show that it 
gives an additional boost when a ration 
high in milk is used. It appears to give 
best results as an additive to a high-quali- 


ty ration 


Qa. Does pepsin help control pig scours? 
A. No pepsin does not control or stop 
pig scours as does the feeding of vitamins 
and antibiotics. It has been noted that 
scouring pigs gain faster if they have pep- 
sin in the ration. The pepsin probabl 

helps the pig make better use of the feed 


when the pig is scouring 


Q. What is the source of pe psin used in 
baby-pig feeds? 

A. The source of pepsin is the inside lin 
ing of hogs’ stomachs. These linings are 
removed from healthy hogs at packing 
plants. This material is ground and con- 


centrated to a dry material 


Q. Can pepsin be made syntheticall 

A. Pepsin cannot be produced syntheti 
cally at the present time. It is quite un- 
likely that pepsin will be synthesized in 
the near future because it is a complex 
protein molecule and no one has been 


able to synthesize protein

Two new barleys 
are released 


Wisconsin agronomists are releasing a 
new barley variety, Fox. It was bred from 
Pillsbury, and a United 
States Department of Agriculture selec- 


Pedigree 38, 


tion discovered earlier in breeding trials 

A major advantage of Fox is a stiff 
straw, rating above Kindred 

During 3 years of Wisconsin tests, Fox 
had yielded 34.7 bushels per acre. It 
ripens one day earlier than Moore, but 
days later than Kindred 

Fox is resistant to stem rust, moderate- 
ly resistant to smut and spot blotch, and 
probably resists net blotch. It is suscepti- 
ble to mildew 

A new, improved barley variety named 
“Rogers,” will soon be available to 
Southwestern growers 

Rogers is a “two-way” performer, 
yielding well from either fall seeding or 
late winter or spring seeding. It is superior 
to all other varieties now recommended 
for Oklahoma in yield, test weight, straw 
stiffness, mildew, and scald reaction 

Rogers ranked first in test weight in all 
comparisons. It averaged 46 pounds per 
bushel compared to 44.7 pounds for Har- 
bine, one of the better varieties 

It also rates above Harbine in straw 


stiffness and winter hardiness 


Summer seedings next? 


Summer seedings offer possible an- 
swers to the problems encountered in 
establishing alfalfa in high-yielding wheat 
In the past we have lacked proper seed- 
ing equipment and knowledge on the 
matter. Research progress indicates that 
packer wheels in combination with band 
seeding similar to that shown below re- 


duced the hazards of summer seeding

Shaded lawns need 
extra fertilizer 


If you have trouble keeping a grass 
stand beneath shade trees in your lawn 
try giving these areas some extra water 
and fertilizer 

Normally, trees compete with grass for 
both moisture and plant food. D. D 
Hemphill, Missouri horticulturist, finds 
that a heavier-than-usual application of 
fertilizer will handle both tree and grass 
needs. During dry periods, soak thes 
areas well with water to a depth of about 
6 inches. Planting shade-tolerant species 
of grass such as red fescue and bluegrass 
will also help 

During the fall, rake leaves promptly 
before they can smother grass. Fertilizing 
and watering during the fall and spring 
forces grass into extra growth and helps 
get a good turf established ahead of the 


shady season

Dangerous days 


Wednesday and Saturday are the most 
dangerous days in the week for Pennsy!l- 
vania farmers, according to data as- 
sembled in the first farm-and-home acci 
dent survey conducted as a project of the 
Pennsylvania Experiment Station 

A total of 2,288 farms spread over 48 
counties were studied for one full year, 
listing every personal injury or mishap 
that caused more than one hour's loss of 
time. Over 350 such accidents were re- 
corded, and the individuals involved esti- 
mated these accidents caused a cash out- 
lay of $17,500 for medication and hospital 
costs, over and above the loss of time, and 
other costs such as hiring replacements 

Rural sociologists in charge of the 
study compute these losses, when applied 
to all Pennsylvania farmers, as amount 


ing in excess of a million dollars a year 


Teen-aged boys proved most likely to 
have accidents, the study shows. Othe: 
pertinent findings include: 2 to 4 p.m, is 
the most hazardous time of day on the 
farm; most accidents took place in the 
farm field; four-fifths of the reported ac 
cidents resulted in temporary, partial dis 
ability; field machinery caused more a¢ 
cidents than traciors, and hand tools 
came in for a close second with 1 out of § 
accidents caused in this manner; and 
animal chores, such as feeding, milking 
and caring for livestock rated unusually 
high in accidents reported

Sulfa may have growth- 
promoting properties 


Sulfaquinoxaline, a drug used to con- 
rol coccidiosis in chickens, may have 
growth-promoting properties similar to 
antibiotics 

In sulfaquinoxaline experiments at the 
Michigan Experiment Station, a ration 
containing 50 grams of the drug per ton of 
feed produced a 10-percent increase in 
growth over a control ration containing 
no growth promoters 

In tests of different feeding methods, 
the M.S.1 swine researchers reported 
that free-choice rations produced the 
most economical gains during the latter 
part of the feeding period. However, 
mixed rations gave the best results dur- 
ing the first 6 to 8 weeks on feed 

As a result, the swine workers recom- 
mended feeding pigs on mixed rations up 
to weights of 75 pounds or so and then 
changing over to free-choice feeding up 
to market weight 

OW the free-choice rations, the shelled 
corn produced the cheapest gains. Feed 
cost per 100 pounds of gain was $9.08 
The pigs fed shelled corn wasted very 
little compared to those on ground ra- 
tions. Also, the pigs on free choice ate less 
protein supplement than those on mixed 
rations 

In trials to learn whether oats could 
replace some of the corn, the researchers 
found that oats would take the place of 
20 percent of the corn in rations without 


lowering the performance of the pigs 


Good winter cattle gains 
cheapest in long run 


Cattle wintered at a daily rate of gain 
of over a pound made better and cheaper 
gains over the total feeding period than 
cattle wintered at a low rate of gain in 2 
years of Lowa State College tests 

Separate lots of cattle were wintered 
at daily rates of gain of 44 and 14 
pounds, respectively, Cattle wintered at 
le pound made higher gains during the 
summer and during the finishing period 
But they didn’t make as much total gain 
as those wintered at 149 pounds 

he lot at }y pound gained an average 
of 550 pounds total for the entire feeding 
period, The average for the cattle gain- 
ing 144 pounds was 610 pounds. Winter 
gains averaged 192 pounds for the heav- 
ier fed group; 80 pounds for the others 

Cattle gaining 44 pound daily had 
higher costs per unit of gain in the win- 
ter, Summer and finishing costs were 
lower, but the cost of gain for the entire 
period was slightly higher 
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Aluminum houses 
boost pig gains 


Environmental protection for growing 
hogs provided by aluminum-covered 
houses produced a higher daily rate of 
gain with less feed in an extensive lowa 
State College experiment 

lr. E. Hazen, an agricultural engineer 
reported that in an experiment conduct- 
ed jointly with swine nutritionists at the 
college, pigs kept in aluminum-covered 
houses during an 8-week test period last 
summer gained an average of 0.2 pound 
more per day on 0.18 pound less feed per 
pound of gain than pigs housed in gal- 
vanized-stee! covered houses. For the test 
period this amounted to 11.2 pounds gain

Fit your grain mixture to your pastures 
this summer to get a bigger milk check

Cows need grain early in the pasture 
season to make up for the watery lush 
growth. Cows often lose weight on this 
early pasture because they don’t receive 
enough energy or calories 

Feeding a well-balanced ration to cows 
on pasture will ensure a steady milk flow 
all summer. If a cow’s milk flow drops, 
it’s hard to raise it before she freshens 

Cows don’t need protein supplement in 
the grain mixture early in the pasture 
season, Gardner states. The early growth 
is relatively high in protein, but as the 
pasture growth slows up; the protein level 
drops and cows will need some added to 
their ration to keep up milk flow 

Pastures don’t furnish enough minerals 
for cows cither. To correct this, include 
1 to 144 pounds of salt and 1 pound of 
bonemeal to each 100 pounds of grain
